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HOW IRON GOLF CLUBS ARE MADE 


By CHARLES KIRSCHNER, 
(Editor Spalding’s Golf Guide.) 
Very few golfers realize the amount 
of labor and. skill combined put into 

the making of an iron golf club. 

To make the head, it requires a piece 
of metal about 6 inches in length, 2 
inches in width and about % inch in 
thickness. 

After heating this piece of metal to 
the proper degree, the expert black- 
smith flattens out about one-half the 
strip so that it resembles a tool used 
by paper-hangers to remove old paper 
from walls, and which is Known as a 
paper-hanger’s scraper. 

Next, the solid part of the metal is 
shaped up to form the blade or strik- 
ing part of the head. After the proper 
shape is secured, the blade is twisted 
around to the proper angle or lie. 

Next, the flattened part is rounded 
and welded to form the head. 

This completes the head in a rough 
state, and it is then taken from the 
blacksmith to the finish room, where 
it is put on the buffing and finishing 


wheels. 
Now the head is ready to be stamped 


cannot turn out properly more than 
twelve heads a day, and in order to 
accomplish this he must swet. 

Next comes the building of the shaft, 
These are all of the best selected hick- 
ory. They are cut from the treeg in 
lengths varying from 36 to 50 inches, 
and 1 inch square. 

These lengths are piled up under a 
shed, where moisture cannot be ab- 
sorbed by them, but where the air can 
circulate through them freely. They 
remain under these sheds for several 
years, until they are properly air-dried, 
after which these lengths are.taken to 
the golf shaft department, where they 
are turned up in a rough round state. 
Next they are planed down to the 
proper thickness, and sandpapered. 

Now the shafts are ready for stain- 
ing. This part of the making of a golf 
shaft requires pretty nearly as much 
skill as a finisher of furniture. 

After the shaft leave the staining 
room they are ready to have the listing 
and grips adjusted. 

It can readily be sen that it requires 
time and skill to make a first-class, 
well-baianced golf club, and surely 
that it is not made up in a very few 
minutes, as most golfers would im-

SOCIETY 1S CRAZED 
+ OVER HEAD JEWELS 


By Lady Mary Manwaring. 

London, January 11.—The craze for 
expensive jeweled coiffiires is the most 
significant feature of the drawing 
rooms of the moment. Society is fol- 
lowing the lead of the royalties of the 
old world, who are adding more and 
more gems io their regalia of state. 
Richest of all in precious stones is the 
crown of England. 

Apart from a portion of the huge 
Cullinan diamond, the king’s crown 
contains the Kohinoor, probably the 
most beautiful diamond known), the 
celebrated ruby that was filched py 
Pedro the Cruel from the king of Gra- 
nada (whom he killed after having in- 
vited him to his palace to dine), a 
sapphire that belonged to Edward the 
Confessor, and many other § historic 
gems. Cueen Victoria found the crown 
then much too heavy, and had it re- 
placed by a lighter one, but whereas 
ihe original c-own was worth only 
£150,000, the value of the new one was 
double that amount. 

Next in value is the crown of Rus- 
sia, which resembles somewhat a miter 
in shape. The cross which surmounts 
't is comp. sed of five superb diamonds 
resting on one of the finest rubies in 
existence, and the velvet Hning of the 
crown is completely hidden by an in- 
crustation of precious’. stunes. The 
Russian tmperial regalia also com- 
prises the crowns of Finland, Poland 
and Siberia, as well as the crown worn 
by Catherine the Great, which contains 
no fewer than 2,000 dlamonds. 

There are comparatively few jewels 
in the Austrian crown, but all are of 
great size and value. The crown of 
Hungary, which, of course, belongs to 
the ruler of the dual monarchy, has 
had very romantic history. After the 
defeat of Kossuth, in 1848, it complete- 
ly disappeared and it was believed that 
Kossuth had taken it with him on his 
flight, and had sold the stones sepa- 
rately in Turkey. Others thought that 
it was hidden somewhere, either itn 
London or in Constantinople. All ef- 
forts to recover it were in vain until 
1853, when a Hungarian offered to 
give informatien as to its whereabouts 
on condition that he should not be 
punished, and that nc questions should 
be asked. His offer was accepted, and 
the crown was found buried under a 
tree, where Kossuth had hidden it. 

The crown of Portugal, now no long- 
er in use, is valued at £2,000,000 
and it has passed through many 
vicissitudes and or oae occasion Don 
Carlos was rediiced to pawning it in 
order to replenish his empty purse. 
The king of Spain and the king of the 
Belgians never wear their er owns. 
Some monarchs, however, are much 
fonder of displaying their state jew- 
elry, and the late King Oscar of Swe- 
den wore his crown on every possible 
occasion. 

Ferhaps the most remarkable of the 


crowns of Europe is the ancient iron 
crown of Lombardy, which is kept in 
the Cathedral vf Monza, near Milan. 
Tne setting is eutirely of iron, and tra- 
dition has itthat the halls with which 
Christ was erucitied were worked into 
its structure. It is watched over night 
and day by monks.

. Paris, January 11.—Six of the 
cleverest of the detectives of the 
Paris surete have sailed for the 
United States on the trail of Rochette, 
the prince of swindlers. Paris has lit- 
tle faith that their shrewdness or 
persistence will be rewarded by the 
return of the wanted wanderer. 

Rochette was arrested on March 23, 
1905, on the charge af having embez- 
zied something like $30,000,000 
through company promotion. On 
July 28, 1910, he was convicted in 
Paris and sentenced to two years im- 
prisonment. On his appeal the sen- 
tence was quashed, sete, to gpa 

cedure and a new trial was or - 
ae at Rouen. On July 26, 1912, he was 
convicted again, and this time to two 
—not three—years of imprisonment. 
He lodged a final appeal before the 
supreme court of cassation. He had 
previously been let out on bail after 
forty-seven days’ preventive im- 
risonment, giving his own surety in 

40,600. 

Recently the court of cassation 
threw out his final appeal. Rochette 
vanished, giving up his $40,000 surety. 
It is a small price to pay for $30,000,- 
000. He is believed to have crossed 
over to Folkestone and made his way 
to America. He can, of course, be ex- 
tradited if discovered. But if not 
brought un for tria] within five years 
all the proceedings against him will, 
under French law, lapse and he will 
be able to return to France a free 
man, havin swindled the French 

ublic, chiefly small capitalists, out of 

30,000,000 and having paid for his 
fortune only forty-seven days in jail 
and his surety of $40,000. 

It sems a cheap way of making a 


fortune. Rochette’s career is prob- 
ably the-most amazing in the history 
of swindling. About fifteen years ago 
he Was an errand boy tn a tiny res- 
taurant at Melun, the railway station 
for the artists’ village of Barbizon. I 
lunched many times in that Httle Tres- 
taurant and have no doubt that Ro- 
chette must have run errands for me. 
Ten years later Rochette wag a 
Parisian multi-millionaire. He was 
running, not errands, but half a dozen 
financial companies for the working 
of electric light patents, Spanish 
mines, Paris banks, etc., but designed 
chiefly, and successfully designe to 
fill Rochette’s pockets. 

On a complaint lodged by a fleeced 
shareholder he was arrested. He had 
not been arrested many months before 
his case was transformed inte a po- 
litical one and certain politicians were 
accused by others of having trumped 
up the charges against him. A par- 
liamentary commission resulted, over 
which M. Jaures presided with his 
usual eloquence, and before which men 
like M. Clemenceau and M. Lepine 
were compelled to give evidence. The 
commission having died a natural 
death, Rochette was tried and retried, 
and, as said above, twice convicted. 

He Knew all the tricks of the law, 
and now that he was finally tg have 
been brought to book, he has success- 
fully got away. He is a character 
worth studying. In private life he is 
a model husband and a model father. 
He has robbed the pubHec, not, as the 
public usually believes the purpose of 
swindlers to be, to live a gay life at 
Montmartre, but to ry his wife and 
many children in the best luxury to 
the end of their days and presumably 
to leave his sons and daughters a for- 
tune after him.

It need not advocate prohibition, 
but it could replace the saloons with 
sufficient municipal clubs or substi- 
tutes of that character, where pure 
liquors and beers, made in distilleries 
and breweries supervised by the gov- 
ernment, could be sola in temperate 
quantities at cost. Liquor will always 
be used in some homes, clubs and to- 
tels, to which there may be no objec-

Washington, January 11.—John Hays 
Hammond, the mining expert, who was 
President Taft’s specia] ambassador at 
the coronation of King George, of 
England, has requested permission 
from the Mexican government to go 
into the stronghold of the Yaqui In- 
dians in Sonora to try to pacify them. 
The Mexican government has fought 
the Yaquig for thirty years, and has 
been unable to subdue them, Mr. Ham- 
mond is anxious to establish peace 
among the Yaquis to carry out an ex- 
tensive irrigation project along the 
Yaqui river in the territory occupied 
by the Indians. It is his intention to 
promise the Indians employment, and 
desires to carry to them assurances 
that the Mexican government will not 
molest them, and will give them addi- 
tional lands in the Yaqui valley. 

If favorable word is received from 
the Mexican government, Mr. Ham- 
mond will leave Washington at once 
on his mission. He will be accompa- 
nied by Major Frederick R. Burnham, 
well-known American and South Af- 
rican scout.

NO HABEAS CORPUS 
FOR GEN. CASTRO 


Writ Sued Out by Venezuelan 
Exile Dismissed by United 
States Judge. 


New York, January 11.—The writ of 
habeas corpus in the case of Cipriano 
Castro was dismissed by Judge Holt n 
the United States court today. 

In dismissing the writ, judge Holt 
held that Castro should not be allowed 
to enter the country under bond pend- 
ing a decision of the board. He will 
therefore remain on Ellis island.

QUICK DEVELOPMENT 
OF WAR COLLEGE PLAN 


Washington, January 11.—Some dif- 
ference of opinion developed today at 
the conference of general army offi- 
cers here as to the expediency of un- 
dertaking ‘at this time, by executive 
order, to put into effect certain recom- 
mendations of the war college. These 
contemplate creation of brigade com- 
mands, the purpose being to have in 
existence a number of oomplete or- 
Sanizations, able to act as separate 
units in time of emergency without de- 
laying to organize and assemble the 
various elements. 

The dissentients urged it would be 
premature to put this plan into opera- 
tion in advance of executing the larger 
project of abandoning the small army 
posts in favor of a very few large 
posts, which could be done only by 
authority of congress. 

The weight of opinion, however, 
seemed to be in favor of proceeding at 
once with the development of the war 
college plan, even though the brigade 
organization must necessarily, for the 
time being, be a paper one, owing to 
the large distribution of the elements 
of each brigade. Without reaching a 
decision, the conference adjourned un- 
til Monday.

St. Petersburg, January 11.—The of- 
ficial list of casualties in the Bulga- 
rian army since the beginning of the 
war with Turkey shows that 284 offi- 
cers and 21,018 men have been killed 
or have succumbed from th®ir wounds 
or disease, according to a dispatcn 
from Sofia. Besides this, 876 officers 
and 51,000 men 
on the sick Hist. Of these, 70 per cent 
have since recovered and rejoined the 
army. 

The Bulgarian government has ask- 
ed for the services of seventy Russian 
and Czech physicians to combat infec- 
tious diseases which have appeared in 
various regions.

Contrary to expectations, the gov- 
ernor was not spoken to by local poli- 
ticlans in reference to the senatorial 
situation in Illinois. His only caller 
foday was Charles R. Crane, who fre- 
quently has been mentioned as a cabi- 
‘net possibility. 

The Success of Enterprise. 

Governor Wilson declared that the 
success of enterprise depended upon 
the opening up to the rank and file of 
the nation not only its physical re- 
sources, but the business credit as well. 

Men had testified under oath, he said, 
te the existence of an “inner circle,’ 
by which credit was obtainable to the 
exclusion of those against whom that 
inner circle sought to discriminate. 

“Tam not drawing an indictment 
against the banking system,” he said. 
“That already has been convicted. But 
I do refer to the basis of credit in bust- 
ness. 

“T tell you frankly that if I permit- 
ted my thoughts to dwell upon the re- 
sponsibility that will fall upon me I 
would be daunted. I came here to ask 
your ceunsel and assistance. 

“The buBiness future of this country 
does not depend on the government of 
the United States: it is dependent on 
the bustness men. The government can- 
not breed a temper, it cannot generate 
thought and purpose. Things done un- 
der the whip of the law are done sul- 
lenly, somewhat reluctantly, and never 
successfully. The hope of America is 
the changing attitude of the business 
men townrd the ‘hings they have to 
tandle in this courtry. 

Wants to Eliminate Steruness. 

“T want to take sternness out of 
this country. I want to see suspicion 
dissipated. I want to see. ths time 
brought about when the -rank and file 
of the citizens of the United States 
who have a stern attitude toward the 
business men of the country shall be 
absolutely done away with and forgot- 
ten. Perfectly honest men are now at 
a disadvantage in America because 
business methods in general are not 
trusted by the people, taken as a whole. 
That is unjust to you, it is unjust to 
everybody with whom business deals 
and everybody whom business touches. 

“In the United States they do not 
believe—I mean the rank and file of 
sur people do not believe—that men 
of every kind are upon an equality 
in their access to the resources of the 
country, any more than they believe 
that everybody is upon equal te... 
in his access to the justice of the 
country. It is believed in thig country 
that a poor man has less chance to 
get justice administered to him than a 
rich man. God forbid that that should 
be generally true. 

Monopoly Must Go, 

“And then in addition to all this we 
must see to it that the business of the 
United States is set absolutely free of 
every feature of monopoly.” 

Here Governor Wilson paused, looked 
about the banquet recom and then added: 
“J notice you do not applaud that. I 
am somewhat disappointed because un- 
less you feel that way the thing is not 
going to happen, except by dureas, 
Which is the worst way to bring any- 
thing about, because there will be mo- 
nopoiy in this country until there are 
no important business men who in- 
tend to bring it about. I know 
that when they are talking about that 
they say ther is ‘not anybody in the 
United States who ever intended to set 
up a monopoly. But I Know there 
are some gentiemen who did delib- 
erately gO about to set up monopoly. 
We know that they intended to do it, 
because they did it. 

“I don't care how big a particular 
business gets, provided it grows big in 
contact with sharp competition, and I 
know that a business based upon genu- 
ine capital which has not a drop of 
water in it can be conduct with 
greater efficiency and economy § than 
a busines that is loaded with water.” 

WVileon on Conservation. 

Touching on conservation he said “A 
policy of reservation is not one of con- 
servation.” 

Applause greeted this statement and 
he added that the government at 
Washington had been “suspicious of 
everybody who approached it for water 
power rights and the privileges of con- 
servation generally.” 

The governor proclaimed a policy of 
accessabdility to the raw materials of 
the country to everybody on the same 
terms. A conservation polocy, he de- 
— should be free from discirimna- 

on. 

“Law ought to be based upon a 
Eos that only the man exceptional 

n character is going to circumvent 
the law. If only the crooks tried to 
circumvent the law not very much 
law would be necessary. But there 
are some men who have permitted 
themselves to circumvent the law who 
are not crooks.”

Change Will Be Needed in Near 
Future, Admits Herring, 


“Only the First Wash of Rain Water 
Should Ever Enter Them,” He 
Wires Constitution. 


The rap James G. Woodward, At- 
lanta’s mayor, dealt the new $515,000 
sewage disposal plants when he said 
that the plants were too small, is cor- 
roborated by Dr. Rudolph Herring, 
engineering expert who recommended 
and designed the project. 

To The Constitution he exchusively 
stated in a telegram from New York 
that the plants were doomed to fail- 
ure only if the construction details are 
improperly executed and if the plants 
are improperly managed. 

Mayor Woodward says that ive has 
been informed that it will requiré the 
services of expert men to operate the 
plants. He says the burden of opera- 
tion expenses are too great. 

Herring Bears Me Out. 
“Dr. Herring’s statement bears me 
out in my contentions,” Mayor Wood- 
ward said after reading the telegram. 
“Il’'ll be willing to wager that within 
six months he will urge reduction as 
the only solution. He says almost 
that much in this statement.” 

Chief R. M. Clayton, of the construc- 
tion, has taken a vigorous stand in 
defense of the plants.

CHILDREN ARE HARD DRIVER 


Investigators Report Conditions to 
Congress and Demand Federal 
Action in Matter. 


Washington, January 11.—A pitiful: 
picture of men, women and children of 
5 and 6 years old working under filthy 
conditions and living in squalid can- 
ning camps of the New York Fruit and 
Vegetable company was presented to 
the house rules committee today by' 
Mary Boyle O’Reilly, a social worker, | 
and Frank C, Praete, an investigator 
for the New York labor department., 
They supported a resolution introduced: 
by Representative Allen, of Ohlo, for, 
canning industry throughout 
country. ; 

Frank Correll, secretary of the Na- 
tional Canners’ association, declared 
that his organization, representing 
from 70 to 75 per cent o¢ the canning 
output of the country, Invited the full- 
est investigation of conditions in the 


| industry and would lend every assist- 


ance possible to congress for making 

the inquiry thorough. The committee 

took the resolution under advisement. 
Horrible. 

Miss O’Reilly and Mr. Praete, from 


York, gave the committee detailed de- 
scriptions of horrible working condi- 
tions, filthy housing conditions and 
lack of sganitary equipment. Miss 
O'Reilly spent a month in the camp as 
a woman laborer. She shook with 
emotion as she described to the com- 
mittee the plight of little children sent 
into the camps to earn a few pennies 
a day. 

“There are children in the camps 4 
are children of 10 and 11. There is no 
ers maintain that the children go to 
the factories with their parents. I 
know of a camp where three children 
working together earned 50 cents a 
day among them. 

“Working in the stripping shed un- 
der the New York law ig not considered 
factory labor. Women in the camp are 
paid one cent a pound for stripping 
peas. A strong, vigorous woman ¢an 
strip about fifty or sixty pounds a day. 
A woman is paid $1 a day for husk- 
ing corn, but the work is very heavy. 
I know of two little Italian girls who 
are steady workers. They are sisters, 
5 and 6 years old. , 

Children Work 115 Hours a Week. 
““In one cannery I visited five Italian 
boys from 15 to 17 years old, who 
worked 115 hours tn one week. They 
ended the week by working from 7 
o'clock Saturday morning until 3 
o'clock Suncay morning, never leave 
ing the factory. One of \the boys, 
Tommy Soccore, refused to“go back to 
the factory Monday morning. 

“When his mother called him he 
waved her away, saying, ‘I’m going to 
cut it out. There ain’t no use because 
there ain’t no God.’” 

“Did you say he worked 115 hours 
a week?’ demanded one of the com- 
mittee. } 

“Why, yes,” returned Miss O’Reilir. 
“TY know of women who have worked 
120 hours a week and girls of 16 and 
18 who worked twenty hours a day.” 

Mr. Praete presented the report of 
his investigation of nearly fifty can- 
ning camps in New York state, in- 
cluding camps at Webster, Lyons, 
Clyde, Marion, Rome and other towns 
throughout the fruit and truck garden 
sections of the state. His description 
of housing and factory conditions, of 
filthy shagks where the workers lived 
and of conditions of water and sanita- 
tion, moved Representative Denver, 
of Ohio, to remark: 

“Did you see these things yourself?” 

“All of the statements made here 
are the result of my own investiga- 
tion,” returned Mr. Praete.

They argue for the true knowledge 
of comrades gained in seeing them 
at their work, rather than in hours 
of leisure. Yet these friends of 
coeducation on the social side may 
often argue against coeducation 
upon quite another basis, that of 
mental unlikeness. 

“Recent anthropological studies 
show that girls are, on an aver- 
age, from one and a half to two 
years in advance of boys in their 
physical development. They are 
relatively even more advanced in 
social development, and are to 
some extent more advanced in men- 
tal development. When this ear- 
lier development. of girls is added 
to their greater docility in execut- 
ing any assigned task—-doing what 
is asked from instructors, rather 
than that which is suggested by 
their own intellectual curiosity— 
the reason may be partially re- 
vealed for the undue proportion of 
Phi Beta Kappa Keys received by 
Sirls in every coeducational col- 
lege. 

The False Crown. 

“This false crown upon docile 
scholastic acquisition has had two 
bad results. It gives the girls an 
undue sense of intellectual supe- 
riority. and it tends to make the 
‘boys depreciate scholarship as not 
worthy of effort. It is a serious 
educational failure to produce 
either of these results. 

“The affiliated college gains two 
acknowledged advantages of coed- 
ucation—the equally high stand- 
ard of instruction and economy in 
instruction.

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Senate to Pass On the Art 
| cles of Impeachment. 


Each Senator Will Be Allowed to File 
Brief Explanation ‘of His 
Vote. 


Washington, January 11.—The sen- 
ate today agreed to begin at 1 o'clock 
Monday the voting upon the articles 
on impeachment against Robert 
Archbald, judge of the United States 
commerce court, charged with misde- 
meanors and the misuse of his judi- 
cial influence. No debate by members 
of the senate will be permitted dur- 
ing the voting, but under a resolu- 
tion offered by Senator Root and 
adopted, each senator will have an op- 
portunity to file a brief explanation 
of his vote in writing, to be printed 
as part of the senate proceedings in 
the case. 

Arranged at Secret Session. 

Arrangements for the final steps in 
the case against Judge Archbald were 
made in a secret session of the sen- 
ate. The question of whether a judge 
could be impeached for offenses that 
did not make him subject to indict- 
ment under the law was raised by Sen- 
ator McCumber, of North Dakota, but 
was withdrawn without a formal vote 
having been taken. The legality of 
impeachment proceedings based on 
acts committed by Judge Archbald be- 
fore he became a member of the com- 
merce court was also brought into 
question by Senator Clark, of ArkKan- 
sas, but Was not threshed out in the 
senate. 

When the impeachment court recon- 
venes at 1 o’clock Monday, the first 
article of impeachment will be put to 
a vote without further delay. Senator 
Root offered a motion to have the 
question of “guilty’’ sumitted individ- 
ually to each senator, on each of the 
thirteen articles of impeachment. This 
was modified at the suggestion of 
Benator Clarke, of Arkansas, and the 
individual question to each senator, 
followed in the case of the impeach- 
ment of President Andrew Johnson, 
will give way to a general submission 
of each article, to be followed by a 
roll call vote on each. 

It is expected that in case Judge 
Archbald ghould be found guilty by a 
two-thirds vote on any article of im- 
peachment a resolution will be offered 
by some senator, proposing that the 
penalty shall be limited to his re- 
moval from office and shail not bar 
him in the future from holding office. 
This proposal was not made formally 
in the secret session today. but prob- 
ably will be pressed if the accused 
jurist should be convicted. Leading 
members of the senate expressed doubt 
today as to the success of the proposed 
plan to modify the penalty. 

The first article of impeachment 
upon which a vote will be taken al- 
leges that Judge Archbald tried to in- 
fluence officials of the Erie railroad, 
which had suits pending in his court, 
to grant him a favorable option upon 
a refuse coal dump owned L~ a sub- 
gidiary of the railroad.

Washington, January 11.—‘‘When 
men secretly and privately, under the 
guise of friendship, mislead the King 
or president in order to secure some 
other eng than public welfare, they 
ought to hang,” declared Representa- 
tive Sims, of Tennessee, in the house 
today upon the conclusion of the read- 
ing of an editorial regarding the cab- 
inet to be selected py President-elect 
Wilson. Mr. Sims obtained the floor 
during consideration of the postoffice 
appropriation bill and sent to the desk 
an. editoria] lauding the president- 
elect for the stand he has taken in 
this matter. 

Representative Sims said the men ap- 
pointed to serv: in the cabinet ought 
to be men of known ability—men who 
would not work for their own per- 
sonal benefit. 

“Under the English law they did not 


but they punished his advisers,” added 
Representaaive Sims. He said when he 
read this in his boyhood days, he 
thought it a great outrage, but since, 
he had concluded it was very wise.

PLANNING TO REFORM 
N. Y. STOCK EXCHANGE 


Albany, N. Y., January 11.—Recom- 
mendations for legal regulations to 
govern stock exchange transactions 
were made to Governor Sulzer today 
by representatives of the Consolidated 
Stock exchange of New York. The 


‘whole stock exchange situation was 


discussed. The governor declared his 
belief that there should be regulation 
of such transactions, but said he ex- 
pected to confer with all the interests 
that would be affected before making 
suggestions to the legislature. 

Among the regulations suggested by 
the Consolidated exchange committee 
were: 

That individuals or corporations do- 
ing a commision brokerage business 
shall render twice a year to the comp- 
troller a statement of their financial 
condition. 

That wash sales be made a misde- 
meanor with a penalty of from $1,000 
to $2,000. 

That brokers shall give thelr cus- 
tomers a written report within twenty- 
four hours of any sale of stock or se- 
curities to their account, or be Hable 
to a fine of from $100 to $600. 

That any stock exchange or corpo- 
ration shall be forbidden to make 
enforce any regulation forbidding to 
do business at the regular commission 
rate with any member of any other 
stock exchange under penalty of from 
$1,000 to $2,000. 

That any exchange or association 
which authorizes any person to print 
stock quotations shall be deemed to 
have released the quotation for gen- 
eral publication. 

That the right to decline to testify 
or produce books on the ground that 
the testimony might tend to Iincrim- 
inate be removed.

The independent tin plate interests 
were represented by E. R. Crawford, 
of Pitteburge, president of the Mc- 
Keesport Tin Plate company. The 
steel corporation was not represented. 
Mr. Crawford offered a compromise 
suggestion of a tin plate tariff of 85 
cents a ton and was sharply cross- 
examined. He said if the tariff was 
cut so that foreign competitors of the 
steel corporation were let in he fear-

“You might put a weapon in their 
hands to enable them to make a price 
to keep out foreign producers, with 
who we might go down.” 

Might Give Trust an Excuse. 

Mr. Palmer responded by asking if 
the witness thought there was any dan- 
ger, considering the present state of 
public mind, of the corporation driving 
the independents out of business. The 
witness said that a tariff reduction in 
favor of foreign competitors might give 
the corporation “an excuse” to drive 
out competition, and that he wanted 
the tariff to keep that excuse away 
from the corporation. 

He testified to his belief that the 
Steel corporation has steel producing 
capacity today greater than Great 
Britain and Germany combined, and 
that with all that it represented only 
65 per cent of the steel producing ca- 
pacity of this country;’’ that “it could 
defend its position absolutely even if 
the tariff was wiped out;” that “it felt 
absolutely secure,” and can take care 
of itself from legislation, no matter 
what may arise.”” He said there was a 
shortage of steel today and that the 
corporation was “at tae helm.” What 
he wag afraid of, he said, was that the 
Steel corporation would go out after 
the California market. 

“There goes the ghost of the corpo- 
ration again,” said Representative 
Palmer, scornfully. 

“Do you think,” asked Representa- 
tive James, democrat, “that the Steel 
corporation ought to be subsidized to 
the extent you advocate in order to 
enable the independents to do busi- 
ness?” 

“I don't regard it as a subsidy.

its inconsistency and ambiguity,”

Topping stated that two standards 
could not be maintained, and that the 
Underwood bill tended to work that 
evil. 

“It is a popular move against the 
trusts,” the witness said. “No prod- 
ucts are made by the trusts that are 
not made by thousands of smaller in- 
Besides, the bill

All the witnesses waiting to testify 
on the metal schedule no having been 
heard when the committee adjourned 
at midnight, it was decided to post- 
pone conclusion of the hearing on this 
schedule until after the hearings on 
the other schedules had bee held.

rates were made by B. A. Levett, of 
New York, in behalf of manufacturers 
of Tungsten lights; James Gitterman 
of New York, for bottle caps, and C. 
A. Curtiss, of Meriden, Conn., for table 
cutlery. 

- Jest About Able te Compete. 

Mr. Gitterman asserted that Amer!i- 
can manufacturers were just about 
able to compete with European bottie 
cap products, and that the Germans 
enjoyed a freight rate from Hamburg 
to San Francisco practically the same 
as the freight rate from New York 
to San Francisco. Mr. Curtiss, repre- 
senting 90 per cent of American cut- 
lery manufacturers, said that the’ net 
profits were about 4 1-2 per cent on 
the capital Invested. 

The Standard Chain company, f 
Pittsburg, according to testimony of 
John C. Schmids, tts president, would 
not object to a 13 per cent tariff on 
chains. Mr. Schmids urged that in- 
stead of a reduction on all chains to 
a flat ad valorem basis of 20 per cent, 
the committee should retain the pres- 
ent specifications with a compromise 
minimum ad valorem of 35 per cent 
instead of 45. 

Tariff on Sewing Machines. 

W. W. Chase, of Cleveland, secre- 
tary of the White Sewing Machine 
company, wanted the tariff kept on 
sewing machines which the democratic 
tariff bill of last year would have put 
on the free list. He said the White 
and six other companies competed wita 
tne Singer Sewing Machine company; 
that the Singer company supplies $0 
per cent of the family sewing ma- 
chires sold in this country and 90 per 
cent abroad. 

“We regard the Singer as a foreign 
company,” said the witness, 

“If you regard the Singer company 
as a trust, as you seem to,” suggested 
Representative James, of Kentucky, 
“you ought to take the matter up with 
the department of justice. That’s your 
remedy. You apparently want protec- 
tion from the Singer.” 

The witness said the Singer com- 
pany had not revealed its attitude, and 
he thought it had subsidiary mining, 
forestry and other interests abroad.

There is an opportunity for so- 
clal distinction in beimg the central] 
figures at such a ball, and yet is pri- 
marily a money-maker, and those in 
Charge of the arrangements seek to 
induce a liberal attendance. 

Entertainments to delight the vis- 
itors to the city on inauguration and 
the gala. appearance of the capital is 
made possible by the funds raised by 
the ball. Heretofore at these balls, 
the dancers, coming from all social 
strata, have brought with them a won- 
derful variety of dances to dazzle or 
bewilder the beholder. That fact, while 
attracting crowds that pay well for 
the fun, has proved one of the most in- 
teresting features of the huge frolic. 

But all this by the unresting spirit 
of change threatens to be extremely 
different on account of the agitation 
over the turkey trot. Conservativés 
in terpsichorean practice were rather 
discouraged over the outlook until they 
heard from New Jersey. Word came 
that Mrs. Woodrow Wilson had said 
that the waltz and the two-step she 
loved to see, but intimated the turkey 
trot would better be confined to the 
barnyard. Whereupon all the two- 
steppers pranced doubly, and all the 
waltzers murmured, “Waltz Me Around 
Again, Willie.” It was a great lift for 
the anti-turkey trotters. 

Committee Favors Trot. 

It really looks as though there is 
going to be a mighty fuss. Vigorous- 
ly insisting upon their rights, main- 
taining at the same time that they are 
in entire sympathy with the new ad- 
ministration. the inaugural committee 
declares that the ball will be a failure 
unless the turkey trotters are allowed 
to turkey trot; that the main support 
of the’ funetion must come from old 
and young turkey trotters. With only 
the waltz, the two-step and the minuet 
and the like, they s the dancers will 
go to sleep and fall on the floor, the 
wall flowers will wilt and the stags 
wili stagnate, unless you let loose the 
turkey trotters here at home and from 
other turkey trotting communities; 
that, above all this, is the age of pro- 
gressive doings in politics, in business, 
in science and in society, and that 
there can be no real red blood, social 
progressiveness at a democratic ball 
where the turkey trot is barred, 

Hereupon the conservatives chassez 
forth with the remark that whenever 
the turkey trot begins the floor man- 
ager of the ball might just as well 
herald it with: “On with the dance! 
Let joy be unrefined!” 

But the turkey trotters are not to 
be denied. They Keep insisting that 
they are not only progressive demo- 
crats, but they cling to the old basie 
democratic doctrine of equal rights to 
all and special privileges to none. They 
point to the possibility of how mucn 
worse it might have been if Taft or 
Roosevelt had been elected president. 
At a Taft inaugural ball the leading 
dance might have been the “golf links 
gallop” or the “railroad racket” or 
“Steamboat Bill,” or the “Ocean Wave 
Roll,” which would mean nothing in 
the art of tripping the light fantastic 
toe, except to just keep moving. And 
if it were a Roosevelt ball, the main 
dance, beginning with everybody feel- 
ing bully, would end in a riot, with 
couples casting their hats madly upon 
the floor and crushing each other to 
death in the “grizzly bear hug.” 


GOTHAM IN GRIP 


OF ARSON TRUST 


Firebugs for $5.00 Will Fire 
Crowded Tenements, Says 
Whitman. 


New York, January 11.—Existence 
of an “arson trust,” which defrauds 
insurance compenies by collecting 
money on premiums after “firebugs” 
have been employed to touch the 
match to crowded tenements, is de- 
scribed in a statement issued 
by District Attorney Whitman as a 
result of successful prosecutions of 
men accused of arson. “Not infre- 
quentiv a life is. lost” through the 
“trust's” operation, he declares. 

Working from confessions of Samuel 
Gold, who pleaded guilty to arson, 
and Isador Stein or “Izzy the Painter,” 
now serving a long sentence in Sing 
Sing for committing a crime as Gold’s 
“tool,” Mr. Whitney's assistants today 
had George Grutz, a fire insurance 
broker, arrested, and he was held in 
$15,000 bail. Grutz is alleged to have 
conceived the plan by which “Izzy” 
set fire to Gold's home so that the 
three might share in insurance money. 

The district attorney declared that 
the evidence uncovered “shows that a 
firebug can be bought for a $5 bill 
and 10 per cent of the settlement to 
set fire to furniture, having no re 
gard for human life whatever.”

FCHO OF DREYFUS 


DISTURBS FRANCE 


Reinstatement of Col. Du Paty De 
Clam Results in a Political 
Sensation. 


Paris, Jantary 11-—The reinstate- 
ment, stgned by President Failieres 
yesterday, of Lieutenant Oolonel Du 
Paty De Clam, one of the leading 
cheracters in the Dreyfus treason 
trial, to his former rank of lieutenant 
colone] in the French territorial army, 
has caused such a sensation in par- 
liamentary circles here that it threat- 
ens to affect the approaching presi- 
dential election. 

Frenchmen generally are opposed to 
any attempt to revive the Dreyfus 
case, but the opposition to the Polin- 
care ministry is seizing upon the inci- 
dent as a means of attacking the min- 
istry and oh injuring, if possible, 
Premier Poincare’s chances for the 
presidency. 

The first step was taken tonigwt, 
when ex-Premier Combes convoked a 
meeting for Monday next of members 
of the democratic group. in the senate 
to “take action on the Clam rein- 
statement.” The object of the meet- 
ing is to arrange for a debate in the 
senate under the form of an interpel- 
lation before Friday, the day on which 
the Versailles congress elects the 
French president. 

The Du Paty De Clam incident is 
the chief topic of discussion among 
deputies and senators who have re- 
turned to the capital for the reopen- 
tng of parliament early next week. 

Friends of the Poincare cabinet are 
disturbed and indignant at what they 
term efforts to raise a storm. They 
declare the metter is of no importance 
and has been merely seized upon by M. 
Poincare’s political enemies as last 
hour campaign material. 

Members of other parliamentary 
eroups say they regret the incident, 
characterizing it as inopportune and 
unfortunate and liable to revive the 
violent Dreyfus agitation of the past. 

The conservative press of Paris 
united in condemning the attacks of 
the extreme redicalse and their at- 
tempts to weaken the ministry at 
what is called a critical moment in 
HBuropean politics. 

The affair was considered at a 
meeting of the French cabinet today. 
At the conclusion of the session an 
official note was issued which stated 
that Alexandre Millerand, the minister 
of war, had assumed entire responsi- 
bility for the reinstatement. It ap- 
pears that M. Millerand had not con-

ping Combine Are Sought 
by Congress. 


Washington, January 11,—An inves- 
tigation of the International Mercantile 


; Marine, the $120,000,000 American cor- 


poration, controlling numerous foreign 
and American ship companies, with J. 
Pierpent Morgan as the chief witness, 
is contemplated by the house commit- 
tee on merchant marine in connection 
with its hearing of the so-called ship- 
ping trust. Mr. Morgan is said to havé 
organized this great company, and to 
control its stock. 

Chairman Alexander, of the commit- 
tee, annou*yiced today that Mr. Morgan 
probably will be subpoenaed immedi- 
ately upon his return from. abroad. 
P. A. S. Franklin, vice president of the 
White Star line, one of the important 
companies connected with the Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine, already has 
been subpoenaed,-and probably will be 
examined-in the near future. 

The International Mercantile Marine 
owns the entire capital stock of the 
Oceanic Steam Navigation company 
(fhe White Star line), the International 
Navigation compan?®, the American and 
the Red Star tines, the Mississippi and 
Dominion Steamship company and the 
Brand North Atlantic Steam Navigation 
company; and owns the controlling in- 
terest in Frederick Leyland & Co., with 
the shipping business of Ismay, Imrie 
& €o. and ‘Richard Mills & Co. 

The combined sailings of the various 
forty-five services, 
New York, Philadelphia, Balt*- 
Boston, New Orleans, Galveston, 
Montreal and Portland to Liv- 
erpool, Plymouth, Southampton, Lon- 
don, Havre, Cherbourg, Bremen and 
Antwerp. The corporation also operates 
various ilnes in the distinctly foreign 
service. 

How agreements as to rates and 
service are maintained between steam- 
Ship lines between New York and the 
Far East and India was descri®ed to 
the investigating committee today by 
Paul Gottheil, whose firm represents 
a number of the largest north At- 
lantic companies. 

Mr. Gottheil was questioned at 
length concerning alleged agreements 
among all of the big noth Atlantic 
lines, including the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can, North German Lloyd, Holland- 
American and Red Star, to divide the 
ports of, Europe. The witness insisted 
that while it was entirely possible 
there was an understanding by which 
one line would not send its vessels 
to the port of another, yet there was 
strong competition between the com- 
panies because cargoes were destined 
for points beyond the ports at which 
they were discharged. 

Chairman Alexander asked if rate 
agreements existed among lines trad- 
ing between Atlantic ports and the 
Far East and between Japan, China 
and the Philippines, and whether there 
was a pooling arrangements by lines 
between Atlantic ports and the Far 
Kast. Mr. Gottheil said he had no 
definite knowledge, but believed such 
agreements were still effective. The 
witness said a great many ‘ships un- 
der foreign flags probably were owned 
Americans. As to traffic between 
the United States and Baltic ports the 
witness said the Scandinavian-Ameri- 
can, Hamburg-American, North Ger- 
man Lloyd and Wilson lines were in 
agreement to make the same rates and 
divide traffic. 

The Norway-Mexico-Gulf line, he 
said, was in strict competition with 
the Seandinavian-American line in the 
trade to Copenhagen and Christiana.

Aviation Fatalities. 


(From The Worcester Telegram.) 

The number of aviators killed in the 
five years of use of the flying ma- 
chines which are heavier than air is 
222, and that looks like a tremendous 
slaughter for one kind of sport of de- 
velopment of a useful machine for 
quick transportation, far out of pro- 
potion with other kinds of develop- 
ment. Also the people have an idea 
that the more there are trying to fly 
the more are killed in proportion to 
the total. But the important facts 
are different from that. In 1908, one 
of the five of the airmen was killed; 
in 1909, one in twelve; in 1910 wne 
in seventeen; in 1911, one in twenty, 
and in 1912 one in fifty-one. That 
shows a large increase of safety in 
flying rather than a growing hazard. 
In 1909 one man was killed in each 
7,000 miles of flight, in 1910 one in 
20,000 miles, in 1911 one in 30,000 
miles and in 1912 one in 107,000 miles 
of flight. Thatshowsagain of safe- 
tv which is very large in such a haz- 
ardous sport. In the cold figures of 
statistics it shows’ that men can fly 
at least 100,000 miles in absolute safe- 
ty on. the average. Some of them 
have flown farther than that and met 
with no accident.

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NEW WEIGHT SCALE 
CAUSES DISCUSSION 


Latest Reform of Ring Standards 
Approved by Many Boxing 
Experts. 


By Jeff Thompson. 

New York, January 11.—A great deal 
of discussion in the leading boxing 
centers of the country has followed 
the publication of the new standard 
set of weights governing the different 
boxing classes issued by the local state 
athletic commission. 

It was surmised by the sponsors 
when they undertook tq meet the de- 
mand for a uniform scale that it would 
be practically impossible to devise a 
set of weights that would meet with 
unanimous acceptance. This surmise 
has been fulfilled, for the leading 
solons of boxing have already taken 
different sides jn the matter, although 
all are as one in declaring the need 
for a definite standard of some kind 
that will do away with the constant 
bickering when championship matches 
are arranged. 

Recently Commissioner O'Neil in dis- 
cussing the subject made the following 
comment: 

“While the standard of weights pro- 
mulgated by the commission hag met 
With the approval of many of the lead- 
ing sporting writers of the country, 
considerable opposition has been en- 
countered, however, from other 
sources. It is wel] to remember that 
Australia, England and America are in 
conflict so far as a standard of weights 
is concerned. In fact here in America 
there is not a tradition to establish 
a scale of weights. ; 

“In creating one standard of weights 
we by no means declare that we shall 
not vary them in order to meet a 
counter proposition from the National 
Sporting club or the French Federa- 
tion of Boxing Clubs. The main ob- 
ject of the state athletic commission 
Was to set in force a set of weights 
which would ultimately lead to an 
international standard. ‘Ringside 
weight’ has its disciples and critics. 
Assume the lightw2ight division stan- 
dard of weight is 135 pounds. The 
champion naturally should win his title 
in the ring at that scale. He should 
not be permitted to scale at .: 
the day of the contest at 135 and 
into the ring weighing 140 pounds. 
he wins he is not competing at 
pounds at the time of the contest. 

“But the critic maintains that you 
J are compelling a man to endure phys- 
ical hardships in making ringside 
weight. What about his opponent, 
who has no difficulty in making ring- 
side weight? Are you not creating a 
handicap which is unjust? At any rate 
our scale of weights is not infallible, 
but we hope it will lead to an interna- 
tional standard. Is it not better to 
have the scale of weights once and for 
all firmly established than leaving the 
standard to the caprice andwhims of 
Jones, Nolan & Co.?”

The mere announcement of a match 
in which one of these boxers was a 
principal meant a guarantee of a 
house well filled with boosters. 

Then there are others who never suc- 
ceed in striking the «popular chord, 
even though their ring careers aré 
brilliant. When Jimmy Britt was in 
the hey-day of his career and winning 
every start, he was one of the most 
cordiallly disliked boxers who ever 
claimed San Francisco as hig home. 
The antipathy to Britt was intense, 
and the majority of those who went 
to see him box did so with the eo 
that he would be soundly thrashed. He 
never knew popularity in his home 
town until he had tasted defeat. 

Leach Cross occupies a like position 
in New York to that Britt held in San 
Francisco. Leach is a good or 
card because a great weary fans woul 
delight in seeing him licked, and for 
feat they might miss that pleasing per- 
formance, attend regularly. Whi the 
authorities have decreed that all per-

FOR U.S. MAILS 


After experimenting for nearly ten 
years in the use of the motor for the 
collection and distribution of mail, the 
United States government admits at 
last that “in localities where collec- 
tion stops are few and far between a 
motor car is far more efficient than 
a horse and wagon.” In such cases it 
has decided to allow the carrier to buy 
a motor car, for which he will be al- 
lowed a sum more than ample for 
maintenance and repairs. One of the 
first cities in which this innovation 
has been placed in service is Pittsburg. 
Several Studebaker “twenty” delivery 
wagons are already in satisfactory 
service there. Other cities are being 
added to the approved list, and the 
Prospects indicate that before’ the 
passing of many months not only the 
suburban, but the rural routes as well, 
will be, to a lange extent, motor de- 
livery equinved. 

The addition of the parce] post will 
@lso greatly multiply the number of 
motor cars with the sign “U. S. Mail’ 
on their panels. Delivery and col- 
lection of the parcels will be by motor 
cars in all the big cities, the govern- 
ment making contracts for the serv- 
ice.

FOR AUTO EVENT 


Indianapolis, Ind., January 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The sale of seats for the third 
annual 500-mile international sweep- 
stakes automobile race, to be run on 
the Indianapolis motor speedway, Me- 
morial day, May 30, will be opened 


Monday, January 13, at the office of 
the speedway, 416 North Capitol ave- 
nue, Indianapolis. 

Indications are that the sale will be 
heavy, even hegvier than it was 4 year 
ago. While entries opened only on 
January 1, and it is impossible to tell 
the class of the field, Charles W. Sed- 
wick, speedway director, Is certain that 
the race will fill with thirty cars, the 
maximum number to be permitted. 

Sedwick’s recent trip to Europe and 
the negotiations he is now carrying 
on with several factories and drivers 
may mean the presence of several for- 
elgners in the race. A good quota of 
American cars is assured, the Ameri- 
can makers being of the opinion that 
the reduction of the piston displace- 
ment from a maximum of 600 cubic 
inches to 450 will be a good thing for 
racing, as it will more nearly make 
the race one of stock cars. 

Arrangements are being made t9 
take care of a larger crowd than at- 
tended the race last year, certain 
changes at the speedway having been 
made with that end -in view. The 
starting point has been changed 80 48 
to be put in the center of the grand- 
stand space.

Pinehurst, N. C., January 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Prominent advance entries for 
the sixth annual midwinter trap shoot- 
ing handicap, scheduled for January 
22-25, indicate the character of the 
freld which now ranks this shoot in 
percentage of fast men with the 
classiest of the year.

Carty, Charles H. Newcomb, Henry 
Powers and J. Frank Pratt are entered. 
“ W. Billings and David T. Leahy will 
be among others from Manhattan. J. 
A. R. Eliott, of Evanston, and Lock- 
wood B. Worden, of Harrisburg, con- 
stitute other prominent entries, which 
include large delegations 
Hngland and the south and west.

The big card is $2,500 in added money 
and trophies, a sum exceeding even 
the Grand American, which is sched- 
uled at $1,500, but which guarantees 
some $700 in addition, making the ac- 
tual total about $2,300.

THE TOUGHEST DECISION

my career as an umpire I 
and lost many a game by 
some decision. No doubt I have often 
erred, as all umpires do, but I fave 
the plays just as’I saw them. Nat- 
urally a number of these decisions have 
not met with the approval of the fans. 
Often they have impressed this fact 
on me in a rather forcible manner. I 
have been very fortunate in having 
few freak decisions cOMe up in my 
work as an umpire. 

As all umpires know, players in a de- 
sire to cover up a mistake, often shift 
the blame on the umpire, or at least at- 
tempt to do so. During my long ca- 
reer as a player I often saw the um- 
pire draw a lot of censure for a situa- 
tion that was caused by the player.

“In time of storm twice the normal 
flow is treated at the plant, and six 
million gallons per day is the present 
capacity of the filters.

The company agrees to give-a bond 
conditioned on its totally eliminating 
the cost of garbage destruction, re- 
duction of garbage cartage to a min- 
imum; total elimination of the cost of 
operating and mantaining Imhoff 
tanks; disposal of city wastes by an 
antiseptic process. 

The bond to also insure perfect san- 
itary conditions in and around the 
plants, and positive elimination of all 
odors or gases. 

Mayor Woodward says he will place 
the proposition squarely to the city

Harry Thurston Peck has just writ-

The most profound secrecy 
has been maintained by the society as 
to its operations and it was difficult 
to learn anything about the causes of 
the split. 

Since its organization Mr. Haines, 
General Miles and Rear Admira] G. W. 
Baird, retired, have been the principle 
promoters, though Thomas E. Watson, 
of Georgia, has ‘persistently adver- 
tised the organization. It is said to 
be “non-sectarian, non-partisan and 
non-racial.” 

When the Guardians of Liberty was 
first organized it was recognized by 
dignitaries ,of the Roman Catholic 
church as an enemy of the church, 
Cardinal Gibbons characterized it ag 
“an attempt to revive the A. P. A.” 


‘Last month the order was incorporat- 


ed, and in’ place of Mr. Haines and his 
chief associate, Dr. Augustus FE. Bar- 
rett, rector of the Church of the Re- 
deemer, Philadelphia, appear these 
officers: Lieutenant General Nelson A. 
Miles, chief guardian; Rear Admiral 
G. W. Baird, chief attorney; P. Corn- 
ing Kdwards, chief recorder; Dr. J. D. 
Buck, chief custodian, and Dr. Thomas 
M. Stewart, chief vigilante. 

Mr. Bdwards, who is editor of the 
official organ of the Guardians, ex- 
plained that Mr. Haines and Mr. Bar- 
rett retired because of the press of 
personal business. He refused to state 
just what the attitude of the Guard- 
ians is toward the 
church, except that the order 
prevent any encroachment on 
rights of American citizens as 
down in the constitution.” 

“Originally the Guardians hed eight 
principles,” he said. “These have now 
been reduced to four, which are: 

““First—-We unite as a non-sec- 
tarian, non-partisan organization, 
non-racial moral force to promote pure 
patriotism anda sacred regard for the 
welfare of our country. 

““Second—A# the fathers establish- 
ed, SO are we resolved to maintain the 
complete separation of church and 
state. 

““Third—We deny the right of any 
political or ecclesiastical organization 
to manipulaté or eontrol the sovereign 
citizenship of our people or to dispose 
of their civil rights and privileges for 
political offices or power. 

‘“"Fourth—-We unite to protect and 
preserve the free Institutions of our 
country, especially our public educa- 
tional system, against any foreign or 
menacing influence, and we particu- 
larly protest against the diversion of 
any public funds or lands to any re- 
ligious purpose whatever.’ ”

MEMORIAL TO BE 
MAGNIFICENT STRUCTURE|. 


' 
January 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-Photographs of the approved 
and adopted design for the proposed 
peace memorial to be erected at Fitz- 
gerald have been received and show 
a structure of more than ordinary 
beauty. The cost of the memorial com- 
plete ag outlined will be $15,000. 

The architect, E. M. Viquesney, one 
of the most prominent memorial de- 
signers in America, has succeeded ad- 
mirably in hia effort to make it possi- 
ble to realize at a glance the signifi- 
cance and gentiment of each individual 
feature of the memorial, bringing out 
in the whole the idea of a hasting 
tribute to the soldierg of both sides of 
one of the greatest wars the world 
has ever known, signalizing in this 
memorial the ties of peace amd the 
brotherhood of a reunited country. 

Fitzgerald was built as a northern 
soldiers’ town, but at present its pop- 
ulation is almost. equally divided be- 
tween union soldiers and confederate 
veterans. A more fitting location, in 
the heart of the south, in a city opened 
by northern men, could not have heen 
selected and the selection of a design- 
er and architect, a man born in Indiana 
but Hving the last eight years in the 
south, only makes the whole decision 
of the executive committee the more 
appropriate. EB. M. Viquesney, the 
architect and designer of the hand- 
some memorial, was born and reared 
at Spencer, Ind. In ‘planning this me- 
morial he has kept in mind the senti- 
ment that was to be expressed to the 
public generally, and his efforts to get 
out of the “rut” and design some- 
thing entirely new and original have 
certainly been crowned with success 
in this work of his. 

Description of Memortal, 

The memorial as designed is to be 
erected in the intersection of two beau- 
tifully roomy streets in Fitzgerald, 
commanding four distinct facings, 
north, east, south and west. 

Standing a total height of 110 feet 
and with a base 56 feet square, the 
memorial will be of such commanding 
proportions that it will cause unusual 
attention. The base of the memorial 
consists of four broad, easy steps, sig- 
nifying the four years.of war, leading 
up to the main structure of the me- 
morial. Each of these flights of steps 
is guarded by two bronze lions, while 
at either corner of the plaza surround- 
ing the body of the structure will be 
a large bronze electric light post sup- 
porting four large globes to light the 
memorial brilliantly at night. A wide 
plaza or walk leads completely around 
the memorial above the flights of steps 
to allow visitors an opportunity of 
walking around the memorial without 
going into the street. The lower course 
of the memorial proper is fashioned in- 
to a comfortable seat, 

On either of the four sides of the 
memorial is a large entrance way or 
door eight feet in width and ten feet 
in height, admitting access to the in- 
terior of the memorial. These en- 
trances are beautified by two heavy 
pilaster supports and these carry a 
pediment above each door on which is 
engraved “Dedicated to the Blue anda 
Gray.” A scroll above this heavily fes- 
tooned with myrtle and olive adds the 
only other decorative feature to the 
face of the memorial. Above each 
doorway is an art glass window eight 
feet wide and four feet tin _ height, 
showing in beautiful colored leaded 
glass the emblem of the present or- 
ganizations of the war. The north side 
bearing the festooned emblem of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the east 
bearing the emblem of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, the 
south side the Confederate Veterans’ 
emblem, and the west side the emblem 
of the woman’s relief corps. 

Handsome Bronze Groups. 

The body of the memorial riseg to a 
height of 35 feet, spreading out in a 
simple heavy cap course on which rests 
at each corner an immense carved ea- 
gle with wings outstretched over the 
American shield. In front of each face 
of the memorial between those out- 
stretched eagles and resting on this 
cap course will stand the bronze 
groups, symbolizing the peace of the 
land. On the north face will stand a 
group representing Generals Lee and 
Grant clasping hands while the spirit 
of Peace smiles her benediction on 
them. On the south side will stand a 
similar group, representing a confed- 
erate and a union soldier supporting 
the American flag. These two groups 
will stand a total height of sixteen 
feet.. On the east side will be a sym- 
bolical groip, representing prosperity, 
and.on the west side a similar group 
symbolizing progress and opportunity. 

These figures and groups are the 
work of -Mr. Frederick C. Hibbard, 
sculptor, of Chicago. 

From the cap course the memorial 
rises in graceful dome-shaped curves 


| to an upper plinth on which rests four 


immense columns, each three feet in 
diameter and standing twenty feet in 
height. These four columns symbol- 
lize the four parts of the country— 
north, east, south and west—and the 
carved capitals of each column are en- 
graved in large letters that part of the 
country that they face. 

The memorial ig crowned by an im- 
mense ideal statue of peace, a winged 
figure nearly 20 feet in height in 
bronze, with wings outstretched and 
the figure poised on a globe holding 
aloft in the right hand the palm 
branch of victory and in the left hand 
extending downwards the wreath of 
honor. 

Interior of Memorial. 

The interior of the memorial will 
consist of one room, round.in shape, 
with the four entrances opening di- 
rectly into it. In the center of the 
room, rising from the beautifully tllea 
emblematic floor will be a large pol- 
ished marble column with a marble 
rest seat about its base. This column 
gracefully tapering to the domed ceil- 
, ing twenty-four feet above the floor, 
; will carry on its cap carved emblems 
of the products of the different sec- 
_tions of the country. 

The wall of the room is finished in 
(old ivory with carved laurel festoons

On the other two 
opposite walls of the room set in niches 
,or alcoves in the wall will. be life- 
‘size portrait statues. of the two pres- 
‘idents of the United States and ‘the 
| confederacy, Jefferson Davis and Abra- 
{ham Lincoln. 

' §$ixteen feet from the floor a beauti- 
‘fully carved and embellished gold leaf 
_ moulding will project from the wall, 
_and this will carry on its upper side 
completely hidden from view from be- 
‘low a line of incandescent lights com- 
pletely around the room. These lights, 
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Blue and Gray Monument at Fitz- 
gerald. 


screened as they are, will throw their 
light directly up into the dome ceiling 
of the room, and this light will then 
be reflected downward, making the 
room light by night as well as day, and 
showing up the beautiful art glass win- 
dows over each doorway. 

The domed ceiling will be divided 
into four parts and each part will be 
decorated in mosaic tile in colors, 
showing again the emblems as shown 
in the windows, and such other deco- 
rative features as will bring out in 
strong contrast the ivory walls, the 
gold ornaments and shining polished 
marble. This room when completed 
will be: protected by two large bronze 
doors at each entrance so that it can 
be securely locked and its contents 
protected when desired. Then as a 
whole the room ‘in its entirety will be 
one of the most attractive and beau- 
tiful of anything of its kind in the 
world. Everything in it or in the 
memorial has been planned for the ed- 
ucation of future generations, and as 
this memorial ig built to stand for- 
ever it is but meet that the senti- 
ments that it expresses should be on 
the high plane that will be called for 
in years to come.

INDIAN TRAILS 


Lawson

Long before the humane and gen- 
erouS Oglethorpe ‘had chartered and 
filled the, good ship Anne with the col- 
onists for Georgia, that fair territory 
Was divided: between two powerful In- 
dian nations, the Creeks and the Cher- 
okees. These nations were sub-divided 
into: tribes, and their principal settle- 
ments; were in rich valleys or near 
large streams. The Cherokees dwelt 
in the north among hills and moun- 
tains; ‘the Creeks in the middle and 
southern parts of the country. The for- 
mer had about sixty towns or villages; 
the latter even a larger number. 

These IndianS were far from being 
Savage, but were well organized, cul- 
tivated corn, beans, melons and tobac- 
According to the report given in 
White’s statistics, their laws concern- 
ing marriage, divorce, murder and 
theft are worthy of imitation in our 
day of long-drawn-out courts, false 
witness and laxity of public opinion. 

In the Indian mounds now are found 
ancient calumets, pipes and spear 
heads. Their clothing consisted of 
well-dressed skins of animals. The 
white traders, who made long and ar- 
duous journeys among them, were giv- 
en safe conduct and welcome, exchang- 
ing bright shawis, calico and trinkets 
lor their baskets, skins and mats. 

About 70 or 80 miles above the con- 
fluence of the Ocmulgee and Oconee, 
the trading path from Augusta to the 
Creek nation crosses these rivers, 
which are here 40 miles apart. Og the 
east side of the Ocmulgee this road 
runs two mileg through ancient Indian 
fieids, which are called Ocmulgee fields. 
in the elevated portions are traces of 
a Village, artificial mounds and banks 
encircling considerable areas. 

‘From this site their old fields ex- 
tended 15 or 20 miles. According to 
tradition this place is remarkable for 
being the first settlement where “they 
sat down” (as they term it) after their 
emigration from the west, beyond tne 
Mississippi river. Near the site of this 
Indian town the white settlers built 
Fort Hawkins, now the city of Macon. 

From Mr. R. M. Tidwell, the writer 
learns there was an Indian village of 
1,500 inhabitants on the site of his 
country home, Poplar Springs, on the 
Williams mill road, in the suburbs of 
Atlanta. On his place have been found 
many Indian relics, arrowheads, pieces 
of pottery and a queer shaped ax, and 
on the adjoining place of Mr. Johnson 
is located the Indian burying ground. 
The ancient stone mill where they 
pounded their corn still exists. 

_ The McIntosh trail is supposed to 
Nave come from Augusta. From Indian 
Spring it passed through Butts, Henry, 
Fayette and Coweta counties, and near 
Senoia it forked, one trail going to 
West Point ang elsewhere in Alabama. 

On July 1, 1911, at Indian Spring a 
tablet was unveiled hy the Fiedmont, 
Continental chapter, of Atlanta, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
on the McIntosh rock, to commemo- 
rate the treaty signed there February 
7, 1825, by General William MelIntosh, 
a half-breed chief, for the Indlans, and 
Commissioners Meriwether and Camp- 
bell for the state. On this occasion 
addresses were made to a vast con- 
course of people by Judge Joseph 
Lumpkin, of the supreme court: Colo- 
nat Persons, of Forsyth, and Mrs.

William Yeandle, of Atlanta, the re- 
gent of the chapter. 

Mr. Tidwell further states that his 
maternal grandfather,, Reuben West- 
moreland, was one of the commission- 
ers sent to confer with the Spanish 
authorities near Mobile, on the Tom- 
bigibee river, by which conference the 
state of Georgia acquired much terri- 
tcry. Mrs. Westmoreland accompanied 
her husband, riding horseback. attend- 
ed by an armed escort, as tne route 
‘lay through Indian territory, 

She rémembered the murder of Mc- 
Intosh and burning of his house, and 
described his place on the Chatta- 
hoochee as one of the finest in the 
country. The’ march of civilization so 
completely obliterating every vestig? 
(of these events make it seem improb- 
able, yet the venerable woman who re- 
latcd them died only a few yeaTs ago. 
Standing by the stones of this old 
mill the echo of the voices of the red 
men from the happy hunting ground 
seemed almost possible. In the Words 
cf the great Fennimore Cooper, “When 
the voice of the Wahcoudah eéalled 
him he was ready to answer.”

Once upon a time, a good many 
years ago, there lived-in a big hotel 
where now stands the Kimball House 
a little boy who went to school in a 
frame house which stood directly in 
front of the Candler building, at 
the intersection of Peachtree and 
North Pryor streets. It seemed 80 
far from the hotel to the _ school- 
house in those days that the little 
boy—although he was a very active, 
energetic youngster with not a lazy 
bone in his body—used to cary his 
lunch to school instead of returning 
to the hotel at the noon hour where 
he could have had a piping hot meal 
along with the other guests of the 
hotel! 

Almost any sunshiny day you can 
gee a distinguished looking, elderly 
gentleman, white of hair and mous- 
tache, but ruddy of cheek and bright 
of eye, straight as an arrow, military 
of bearing as any grenadier, strolling 
leisurely along the teeming thorough- 
fare where once he had shot robins 
or chased rabbits. Time was. when 
the call of katydids and the chirp 
of crickets and the dismal hoot of 
owls could be heard of evenings as 
the dusk began to envelope this, the 
main street of the sleepy little vil- 
lage. 

As he picks the way through the 
hurrying, scurrying crowds his ears 
are greeted with the roar of a multi- 
tude of motor cars that congest the 
narrow street, choking it from curb 
to curb. The hoot of the owl has 
given way to the impatient honk 
of the horn. The chirp of cricket 
and the call of katydid are but faint 
echoes of another day. The very stars 
that used to blaze forth in splendor 
from the deep purple of heaven have 
become pale from long peeping forth 
on the splendid canyou of artificial 
light which flashes from hundreds of 
electric signs. 

Thought Him Crazy. 

~ Electricity! The little boy once 
listened to a sermon bya very learned 
man who occupied the pulpit of the 
First Methodist church, in the exact 
spot where the Candler building now 
stands. Unlike many sermons, it 
made a great impression on his 
mind as it did on the minds of 
many; for the preacher said a great 
many things which the little boy did 
not understand. He predicted the 
coming of a day when the world 
would be lighted by electricity, cars 
be propelled by the same invisible 
agency; a day when people would 
converse one with the other at long 
distances as the result of its strange 
power. 

When the sermon was finished and 
the good brothers and sisters left the 
church they spoke of it with interest, 
if not with credulity. What a pity, 
they said, that the doctor was going 
that way! But then, they consoled 
themselves, he always had been 
“queer!” 

Joseph Thompson, Raconteur. 


Who was the little boy? None oth- 
er than your old friend Joseph Thomp- 
s0n, raconteur, gentleman of the old 
pchool and, by your leave, Atlanta’s 
only bona fide first nighter at the 
theater and best amateur dramatic 
critic this side of New York; a man 
whose life, spent mgnt here in At- 
lanta, has been for the most part 
lived between the spot where the 
Kimball House now stands and the 
triangle formed by the Candler build- 
ing, reeks with the romance of the 
city’s growth. 

Joseph Thompson knows his At- 
lanta—knows it better, perhaps, than 
any man now living. And, in spite 
of its magic stdies from a sparsely 
settled village to the metropolitan 
city it is today he keeps in touch 
with its teeming life, its new comers, 
its kaleidoscopic changes. 

Mr. Thompson was born at Decatur, 
Ga., in 1842, the son of Dr. Joseph 
Thompson. In 1845 Dr. Thompson 
built the Atlanta Hotel, which stood 
where the Kimball House now stands. 
For years he was the proprietor of 
what was then the most fashionable 
hotel in this part of the country. It 
was here that young Joseph spent his 
early boyhood. Years and years aft- 
erward he was destined to be one of 
the lessees of the splendid new Kim- 
ball House, after the old Kimball 
House, which had been destroyed by 
fire, was replaced by the present 
structure. The Atlanta Hotel con- 
tinued under Dr. Thompson’s manage- 
ment until it was burned by Sherman 
in 1864. It was here that— 

Story of the Old Days. 

But let Mr. Thompson tell the story 
in his own way. A few days ago the 
writer happened to meet him at the 
Wall street entrance of the Kimball 
House and walked with him to the 
Candler building, Mr. Thompson the 
time recounting scores of stories of 
the old days. 

“Right in front where the Wail 
street entrance now is,” said Mr. 
Thompson, “was a broad veranda. 
It was on this veranda that Alex 
Stephens was stabbed by Judge Cone. 
If I remember correctly my sister, 
who afterward was Mrs. Richard Pet- 
ers, was the first to reach him. At 
pne time Millard Fillmore, president 
of the United States, was a guest of 
the Atlanta Hotel. I don’t recall 
what brought him here, but I re 
member the occasion. Mrs. Robert 
Lowry was one of the little girls who 
strewed flowers in his path. It was 
a popular custom in those days.

“Across the street where Elkin's 
drugstore now is was ‘Kyle’s corner.’ 
Old man Healey bought the property 
later and his son owns it now. Clarke 


, Bros. hardware. store“occupied the 


corner where you sée Nunnally’s 
store. T. M. Clarke still owns this 


property, as he did during the days 
when I was a boy. High Bros. & 
Butler, commission merchants, were 
next to Clarke Bros., and then came 
Fred Williams & Bros. Jones & Mc- 
Lendon, wholesale groceries and 
wines, were near the corner or at 
the corner of Auburn avenue. Up- 
stairs was Hayden’s Hall, where the 
Gate City Guard first had their arm- 
ory. My brother, George Harvey 


Thompson, organized the company and 
was its first captain.

“IT don’t recall some of the places in 
this block at the period I speak of— 
1857. But I do recall the parsonage 
to the rear of the First Methodist 
church. The First Methodist church, 
as every one knows, stood where the 
Candler building is. 

The Old School House. — 

“Across the street in that little 
triangular building was where I went 
to school. Joel Telfair McGinty, who 
came from Crawfordsville or vicinity, 
was the teacher. Mrs. "Tony Murphy 
and Marcellus Markham were among 
the pupils who were there at the time. 
Later I think, Dr. Wilson, who was a 
famous pedagogue in those days, also 
taught school in this little framé 
building. 

Took His Lunch With Him. 

“It seemed a long, long way from 
the Atlanta Hotel, where I lived, to 
the schoolhouse and I used to take 
my lunch with me. There were no 
street éars, no sidewalks, no pave- 
ments in those days. Woods fringed 
the streets, and the Aragon Hotel 
eorner was considered quite a dis- 
tance from the cgater of things. 


‘Where the Piedmont Hotel now 
stands was Judge Ezzard’s home. He 
‘was one of the early mayors of At- 
lanta. The old Clark Howell home 
'stood on the corner opposite the 
Ezzard residence, now the Pied- 
mont hotel block. The lay of the land 
was different then, for North Broad 
street was not cut through. Back 
of Judge Ezzard’s home was $a 
chinquapin grove. Many excellent 
switches were procured here and 
later used to advantage at the 
schoolhouse. Henry Ivy’s residence 
occupied ‘a spot where the Grand 
theater now stands. He had a mag- 
nificent peach orchard, I remember. 

“Down what is now Carnegie Way 
was Walton Springs. It was a fa- 
mous place for speech-making and for 
mustering in soldiers during the war 
period.” — “ 

Gazing pensively at the steady 
stream of automobiles and electric 
cars that passed,;Mr. Thompson said: 

‘As a boy I heard Dr. Alexander 
Means deliver a sermon or lecture on 
electricity at the old First Methodist 
church. He freely predicted light and 


heat and the transmission of power 
by, electricity. Afterward the people

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A CITY AWAKE. 


Atlanta is a city awake tb stay awake. 

That fact was demonstrated by the man- 
ner in which the community received coun- 
cil’s tabling of the Humphrey resolutions 
looking toward charter revision; it was 
clinched by the undnimity of public senti- 
ment at the mass meeting held Friday at 
the Kimball house to debate the same is- 
sue. 

Every factor remotely interested in the 
welfare of Atlanta resented what it first 
construed as one effort more to chloroform 
the amendment of the organic law. Every 
factor participated in the mass meeting at 
which the people accepted council's plea 
of good intention but themselves prepared 
energetically to engage in the task of ma- 
terializing charter revision. | 

Enough councilmen stand pledged to i 
sure the fulfillment of the public will. The 
people themselves stand at attention. They 
mean to see that their mandate is executed. 
They do not mean to tolerate more fiascos, 
further breach of faith. Their inflexible 
purpose is to see that a twentieth century 
metropolis.s governed in a twentieth cen- 
tury way. 

Such is. the big significance of the 
events of the past week. Few weeks since 
reconstruction have developed events bear- 
ing so epochally on the city’s future. 

To put a paradox, the miserable muni- 
cipal inefficiency. under which the city has 
long struggled ® the penalty of prosperity.

THE DRINK OR THE JOB. 


The real cause of the progress of the 
‘erusade for temperance in this country 1s 
expressed as follows by The Detroit Free 
Press: 

It will be noted that Chief Surgeon. Mer- 
vin Maus’ condemnation of the use of alcohol 
by army and navy officers deals in no way 
with the abstract moral or ethical side of 
the question, but considers it purely as it 
affects efficiency. His conclusion is that no 
one who uses alcoholic beverages should be 
appointed to important positions, civil or mil- 
itary, and the reasons he gives are weighty. 
That the railroad companies of the land long 
ago reached this same conclusion is well- 
known. 

Not only railroads, but practically all 


corporations now view the bibulous em- 
ployee with a suspicious eye. The burden 
of proof is upon him. He may be able, 
like the so-called’ “gentlemanly drinker” of 
the old days, to “carry his liquor gently,” 
but the man for whom he works is always 
“from Missouri.” The tendency is increas- 
ingly. to give men the-’choice between the 
drink and the job. By this is not meant, 
perhaps, absolute abstemiousness. But the 
moment alcohol appears to impair the 
worker’s efficiency, the philosophy of to- 
day bids him “cut it out.” 

It is the economic motive, after all, that 
is winning the fight @gainst whisky. The 
age is one of efficiency. Whisky makes 
against efficiency. Therefore, whisky must 
make way. Education may accomplish 
much. Agitation has victories to its credit. 
Fiat legislation yet has its advocates, de- 
spite evidence of its futility. But the argu- 
ment that wins over them all is the dollar 
argument. 


A PROSPEROUS OUTLOOK. 


From four significant directions come in- 
dications of the prosperous conditions un- 
der which Georgia and the south generally 
enter the new year. As concerns Georgia, 
the state treasurer shows that fifty-two 
new banks and five new trust companies 
were chartered within the state dur:ng the 
past year. Each one of these additions is 
a barometer of expansion. <A _ particularly 
gratifying feature is that the large number 
of small banks chartered demonstrates the 
prevalence of a healthy status in the rural 
districts. On the side of manufacturing, 
President Finley, of the Southern railway, 
reports that the bulk of new cotton mill 
projects were constructed in the south 
during the past year. Eighty per cent of 
the total increase in spindles and 66 per 
cent of the looms are credited to this sec- 
tion. Touching the financial situat‘on of 
the section as a whole, The Southern 
Banker, published in Atlanta, indicates a 
remarkable growth in the number of banks 
during the year 1912, with Georgia well 
toward the top as to number and capitali- 
zation. 

The value of these indications lifes in 
the fact that they are all tangible and sta- 
tistical, and not the mere exuberance of 
the booster. Each one registers substan- 
tial advancement in a specific direction. 
Each one gives earnest of further progress 
in the future. Each one reflects a whole- 
some financial and commercial condition 
from one end of Dixie to the other. 

Incidentally, these various symbols show 
the south is getting ready for the Panama 
canal and, additionally, that whatever for- 
tune holds in reserve for the new year, 
the section is prepared equally to meet 
strain or to.capitalize opportunity.

But 
the ambitious plans of the association com- 
mit its members to an enlarged scope of 
action that will not only cater to musical 
culture of the highest order in this, but as 
well carry Atlanta’s fame into many south- 
ern cities. :

"SOUTH TO FEED AMERICA. - 


The south is destined to supply America 
with the bulk of its beef. Such was the 
information given the senate and house 
committees on agriculture, recently, by See¢- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson. The secre- 
tary based his prophecy on the ground that 


the lands of the west heretofore devoted - 


to grazing are rapidly being diverted to 
other uses. The west could not much 
longer supply the nation with beef, he said. 
The main dependence would then become 
‘the south. 

The Constitution has for several years 
consistently urged the revival of the beef 
industry upon capitalists and farmers in the 
south, but the view taken by Secretary 
Wilson places a still stronger incentive be- 
fore the business enterprises of this sec- 
tion. There is little doubt tnat his opin- 
ions are well founded. In addition to the 
disappearance of grazing lands in the west, 
there are the factors of increased prices 
for desirable acreages and failure in soil 
fertility of other tremendous tracts. 

In this connection it is simple justice 
to W. H. White, Jr., of Atlanta, president 
of the White Provision Company, to state 
that not only with his mind but his money 
as well has he ante-dated the prophecy of 
Secretary Wilson. For several years Mr. 
White had been agent for foreign packing 
houses in Atlanta. He was attracted by 
The Constitution’s persistent advocacy of a 
revival of the native beef industry. He in- 
vestigated the field and determined to 
build here and operate with southern prod- 
ucts the finest modern packing plant in the 
country. Old timers and even friends 
scoffed at him. They said he was fore 
doomed to failure. In the face of their 
pessimism, he enlisted the capital, con- 
structed his plant, and as a result of a sys- 
tematic propaganda has probably done 
more than any other one man in Georgla 
‘to turn the minds of the farmers toward 
the verification of Secretary Wilson’s pro- 
phecy. In the truest sense, he is a builder 
having made two blades of grass to grow 
where before stood one and given the cat- 
tle industry the greatest impulse it has re- 
ceived in the central south since the civil 
war. Mr. White is simply a pioneer in see- 
ing that the south is ideally equipped to 
take advantage of the conditions outlined 
by Secretary Wilson, and step into the 
breach with profit to itself and to America. 
Even now, it is on terms of equality with 
the west in the matter of grazing spaces. 
The west knows no more the great cattie 
baronies, larger than several southern coun- 
ties combined in many instances. The trend 
today even, is toward the small range. And 
the south has these in abundance, with soil 
of the utmost richness. 

Over and above this advantage is the 
tremendous asset of climate which the wes- 
tern ranges never have even remotely ap- 
proached. The larger part of the south Is 
an open grazing country the year round. 
For many months, the western rancher is 
compelled to feed his flocks and herds. For 
only a few weeks during abnormally severe 
winters is this process. necessary in the 
southern states. Southern soil produces the 
crops upon which hogs, cattle and sheep 
thrive most lustily. Every condition is here 
auspicious to the evolution of a cattle rais- 
ing industry on a stupendous scale. More- 
over, the production of cattle revived 
means an edging away from over-produc- 
tion of cotton and a profitable widening of 
our entire range of agriculture. 

All that is needed is for the southern 
farmer and capitalist to realize and act 


upon their opportunities.

TAFT’S BROAD STAND. 


President Taft gave further indications 
of his breadth and statesmanship when, at 
the recent dinner of the _ International 
Peace Forum in New York city, he signi- 
fied his entire willingness to have our dif- 
ferences with England over Panama canal 
tolls submitted to arbitration. 

“I am willing, and indeed I would be 
ashamed not to be willing,” said the presi- 
dent, “to arbitrate any question with Great 
Britain in the construction of a treaty when 
we reached the exact issue which there is 
between the two nations.” To these strong 
words Mr. Taft added that his previous 
protestations in favor of arbitration would 
be manifestly hypocritical if he receded the 
moment there arose a genuine test of his 
faith. 

We hope Mr. Taft has expressed the 
prevailing American attitude on this topic. 
There seems a disposition in some quarters 
to admit the justice of arbitration, but to 
rebel against going to The Hague. Such 
reasoning is based on the assumption that 
since all the European powers signatory to 
The Hague agreement side with Great 
Britain in the Panama controversy, an 
adverse verdict on the American claim is 
assured in advance. The Constitution be- 
lieves The Hague tribunal is capable of 
impartiality -under even these circum- 
stances. At least, we should not hesitate 
to submit our case to it unless we know 
our contentions are so rotten as to be un- 
able to withstand the light of day. 

The best way out of the dilemma, which 
is unpleasant at best, is for congress to 
repeal the objectionable clause in the toll 
regulations. It should never have been 
enacted. By it, American coastwise ship- 
ping is» exempted from canal tolls. The 
act is one of superfluity in that coastwise 
shipping has already the most impregnable 
protection in the privision which refuses 
to admit foreign-ewned vessels to Ameri- 
can coastwise trade. The exemption clause 
is, therefore, a subsidy, an unjustified 
gratuity, pure and simple. 

Evidence recently adduced before con- 
gressional committees shows that coast- 
wise shipping is already well-entrenched 
behind ‘“gentlemen’s agreements,” and 
agreements of other nature. It needs no 
artificial aid. And certainly, it neédgs no 
stimulus dealt out at the expense, as in 
this case, not only of the ultimate con- 
sumer, but as well of the pledged honor

Even now those states having national 
forestS are given 25 per cent of the gross 
receipts from them—and in 1910 that amount- 
ed to $506,195—to be used for good roads and 
schools.

The 
notions of our ancestors 
seem a bit ridiculous to 
the present-day, and we 
smile at them in much 
the same way we did at 
the boy who has grown 
more leg than he knows 
what to do with. Some- 
times, when societ y 
sticks to its knicker- 
bockers and refuses to 
don long trousers, a 
revolution takes place. 
The Continentals under 
Washington had to teach 
Square-headed English- 
men that their form of

in America. So reformers everywhere, when 
they are not assinine, stultified cranks, are 
born into the world to take a stitch out here, 
to put a stitch in there, to inducé the rest of 
us to discard that garment or put on this. 


The ideas of a people are written tnto 
their laws and as such cryStallize into defi- 
nite form. But a people continually ad- 
vance, while their laws remain more or less 
stationary. It is therefore nearly always the 
case that laws, and especially those dealing 
with crime, are hundreds of years behind 
the intelligence of a people living under 
them. The reasorf why this applies so strik- 
ingly to criminal law i8 because of the 
fact that the criminal is an outcast, and 
very few concern themselves with what is 
his ultimate: faté. 

This ought not to be. Men ought to re- 
alize that to deface personality, to lower 
self respect and deaden hope entails a waste 
in money and men that staggers computa- 
tion. It does not pay to make men bad, or 
bad men worse. And not to give the law- 
preaker a chance is like the boy who, in try- 
ing to get his pig out of the sty, beat it 
around the inclosure, but forgot to lower 
the bars to let it escape. The job of pun- 
ishing is both hopeless and endless, unless, 
with the punishment, is presented an open 
door. to a re-established manhood. If the 
state assumes custody of an individual as 
his jailer, let the state remember that it 
thereby becomes his guardian, and responsi- 
ble for the awakening within its ward of a 
finer spirit. If the present method of deal- 
ing with criminals falls short of this, if it 
crushes, defiles, wrecks, ruins, throttles, we 
may safely assume that Georgia has out- 
grown its penal system.

A letter to Frank Hawkins, president of 
the Third National Bank of Atianta, from 
his uncle, Dr. A. B. Hawkins, of Raleigh, 
N. C., unearths forgotten Georgia and Ameri- 
can history in speaking of Benjamin Haw- 
kins, an ancestor of both of them, who was 
born in North Carolina, in 1784, and who 
is buried in middle Georgia. Dr. Hawkins, 
who is 88 years old, but remarkably vigorous, 
tells his nephew that itn the rotunda of the 
capitol at Washington is a painting of Presi- 
dent Washington delivering his farewell ad- 
dress, and at his side the figure of Ben- 
jamin Hawkins, whom Washington trusted 
implicitly and who was his interpreter in all 
the important Indian and French negotia- 
tions of that era. Benjamin Hawkins was, 
according to a writer in The Macon Tele- 
Sraph, whose article is reproduced. below, 
foremost in the delileate diplomacy necessi- 
tated by the presence of the Indians in this 
country in its earlier history. He was con- 
spicuously identified with large affairs in 
Georgia in his day, though the state has, as 
in sO many other similar cases, failed to 
mark his grave with a fitting memorial. 

Senator and Soldier. 

The article in The Telegraph, written by 

Mrs. J. L. Walker, of Waycross, is as follows: 


“Colonel Hawkins, patriot, soldier, United 
States senator and Indian agent, was born 
August 15, 1754, in the county of Bute, now 
Warren county, North Carolina. He was the 
son of Colonel Philemon and Delia Hawkins. 
He attended Princeton college until his 
senior year, when the institution was closed 
on account of the revolutionary war. 

“His knowledge of the French language 
led Washington to press him into service 
as a member of his staff to act as interpreter 
with the French allies. He was one of the 
founders of the Society of Cincinnati in 1783. 

“He was a gallant revolutionary soldier, 
having participated in several important en- 
Zagzements, among the number the Battle 
of-Monmouth. After North Carolina raté@fied 
the feder.l constitution he was elected 
United States senator from that state, taking 
his seat in 1790. At the close of his term 
in the senate he was appointed agent of 
the three great Indian tribes east of the 
Mississippi and entered upon his duties in 
the part of Georgia now known as Crawford 
county, but at that time was called ‘The 
Agency RKeserve.” 

“This place became an important trading 
post and was selected by Colonel Hawkins 
as a convenient locality for the transaction 
of duties that devolved upon him. He in- 
fused progression, activity and thrift into 
the little village. Mills, workshops and com- 
fortable homes appeared on every side. 

“Colonel Hawkins brought his own 
slaves from his old home in North Carolina, 
and under the right conceded to his office, 
he opened and cultivated a large plantation 
at the agency, making immense crops of 
corn and other provision. . 

“While he lived his eattle brand was 
rigidly respected by the red men; although 
soon as his death, if reports be true, the 
Creeks, oblivious of former obligations, stole 
numbers of his cows and hogs. 

“To him does the state of Georgia owe 
a debt of special gratitude. He not only 
risked his life for the state of his adop- 
tion, but preserved the history of the Creek 
country, some of which is most valuable ana 
interesting. 


An Impressive Character. 


“The French general, Moreau, who. in 
exile, was his guest for some time, was so 
much impressed with his character and la- 
bors, pronounced him one of the most re- 
markable men he met in America. 

“Colonel Hawkins possessed great adapta- 
bility and through his beneficence he ac- 
quired the respect of the Indians. It is said 
he gained their love and bound them to him 
by ‘ties as loyal and touching as those of 
old feudal allegiance and devotion.’ 

“He was closely associated with Generals 
Floyd, Blackshear and John McIntosh, and 
Governors Troup, Mitchell and Early. 

“The Indians of Chehaw were closely 
allied to Colonel Hawkins. They frequently 
furnished him with valuable information in 
regard to the treachery of the British and 
the unfriendly Indians. 

“It has been conceded to some of our 
patriots that they were great in war. Ben- 
jamin Hawkins was not only great in war, 
but, like Washington, was great in peace. 
It was he who most strongly advocated ter- 
minating the war of 1812. He knew well 
how to approach the ‘children of the forest.’ 
The simple and diplomatic Way in which he 
addressed the Indians is displayed in his 


q named in honor of Benjamin Hawkins, 


quaint letter to the Ammic-cul-le, who lived 
at the Indian town of Chehaw: 

“*The time is come when we are to com- 
pel our enemies to be at peace, that we may 
be able to sit down and take care of our 
families and property without being dis- 
i ghar by their threatening and plundering 
of us. 

““General Blackshear is with you to pro- 
tect and sectire the friendly Indians on your 
river, and to aid In punishing the mischlier- 
makers. Go you to him; see him; take him 
by the hand, and two of you must keep him. 
You must point out sixty of your young war- 
rlors, under two chiefs, to be with, and act 
under the orders of, the general till you see 
me. He will supply them with provisions 
and some ammunition. 

“*You must be very particular about 
spies. You know all the friendly Indians, 
and all who are hostile. If any spies come 
about you, or the hostiles, point them out 
to the general. And your warriors, acting 
with the general, must be as quick and par- 
ticular as his white soldiers to apprehend or 
put to death any enemy you meet with. Your 
warriors will receive the same pay as the 
soldiers in the service of the United States. 

“*Tell your women and children not to be 
afraid—that friends have come for their pro- 
tection, and that 1 am at the head of the 
Creek warriors. 

"Tl am your 
your nation.’ 

“Colonel Hawkins was closely identified 
in the negotiation of the treaty of peace 
and friendship with the Indians. His name, 
together with George Clymer and Andrew 
Pickens, was signed as commissioners on 
the part of the United States to the treaty 
held at Coleraine, in Camden county, Geor- 
gia, March 18, 1797. 

“A treaty of limits between the United 
States and the Creek nation of Indians was 
held near Milledgeville. at Fort Wilkinson, 
on the part of the United States. The sign- 
ers were Benjamin Hawkins and Andrew 
Pickens. This treaty was signed by forty 
chiefs and warriors. Treaty with the Creeks 
at the agency, near Flint river, on Novem- 
ber 3, 1794, signed oy Hopole Micco and other 
Indians, also tore Hawkins’ signature. 

“In 1802 Colonel Hawkins recommended 
the establishing of a fort and trading post 
on the Old Ocmulgee Fields. The right to 
establish such a post was obtained by the 
Fort Wilkinson treaty. Colonel Hawkins 
selected a site on an eminence near the river, 
where the city of Macon now stands. A tract 
of 100 acres of land was set apart for the 
use of the post. 


Burted in Georgia. 


“Fort Hawkins was built in 1806 and was 
warr.soned by troops from Fort Wilkinson 
early in the following year. The fort was 
one 
of the few honors bestowed upon him by the 
state he had so ably served. This fort was 
considered one of the most formidable on 
the frontier. Two block houses, each 28 feet 
square with two stories and a basement, were 
built with heavy mortised logs. This place 
was provided with port holes for both can- 
non and musKetry, and stood at the southeast 
and northwest corner of a strong stockade. 
During the war of 1812 the fort was a strong 
point for the mobilization of troops. 

“Colonel Hawkins died at the agency in 
Crawford county, June 6, 1816, and was 
buried on a wooded bluff overlooking the 
Flint river. The little graveyard that served 
as a last resting place for tnose who lived 
around the agency has long since been aban- 
doned. The unmarked grave of a patriot is 
there, sleeping unhonored amid the tamgled 
vines and weeds. 

“There are some living today that are 
able to designate the grave of Colonel Ben- 
jamin Hawkins. While this authentic knowl- 
edge can be obtained the place should be 
rescued from the midnight of the coming 
years. 

“When Virginia agitated-the question of 
removing the remains of Light Horse Harry 
Lee back to his native state objections were 
raised by a few in Georgia. His being buried 
on Georgia soil was purely accidental. He 
only stopped at Cumberland on his way from 
Bermuda because he was too sick to pro- 
ceed on his journey homeward. Benjamin 
Hawkins left his native state and became 
one of Georgia's pioneers. He possessed the 
Spartan spirit of endurance. He lived at a 
time when perils of captivity were imminent 
and death by the tomahawk common. Ha 
was not afraid and put his life and soul into 
the adjustment of Indian affairs. He died 
among the people whom he had served most 
loyally. If North Carolina should request 
the removal of his dust to his native state 
what would our Georgians do about it? 
Would they care? It is evident that they 
would not, for his grave speaks for itself: 
‘““‘Let wisdom with her eagle pinions dive 
Amid the gathering shadows of the past, 
And on how long a laurel'd name shall

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MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP | 
SUCCEEDING IN ALBANY 


Albany, Ga., January 11.—-(Special.)— 
Another striking example of the great 
success which has attended the opera- 
tion of public utilities in Albany by 
tthe municipal government was pre- 
sented in the annual report of the 
water works and eleetric light depart- 
ment. 

Mayor Tarver, in his summing up of 
the year’s work in various city depart- 
ments, called attention to the fact that 
the water and light department, after 
paying all of operation and 
maintenance, including many improve- 
ments out of the ordinary, had paid into 
the hands of the city treasurer more 
than $19,000 in cash, an amount equal 
to all the bond principal and interest 
to be paid by the city during 1913. 

3ut, the mayor continued in his re- 
port@if the water and light department 
were to charge the city what other 
cities pay for street lights and the 
lighting of public buildings, for fire, 
hydrants, drinking fountains, street 
sprinkling and sanitary sewers, the 
actual net earnings of these two de- 
partments would be in excess of $40,000, 
or sufficient to discharge the entire 
public debt of Albany in less than 
seven years. 

The new gas plant 1s also being op- 
erated under municipal ownership, and 
during the first two months of the op- 
eration actually showed a small inargin 
of excess of increase over expense of 
maintenance and operation. It is be- 
lieved that before the end of the year 
the gas plant will be paying hand- 
somely on the investment.

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‘TALLULAH SCHOOL GROWTH 
IS TOLD BY MRS. LIPSCOMB 


We feel no message or 
brought to these columns will be of 
more vital and general interest than 
the one presented today by Mrs. M. A. 
Lipscomb, direetor of the federation 
school at Tallulah Falls. 

Those who are famillar with the 
story of the school, now four years 
old, recall its small beginning and the 
difficulties encountered in getting the 
needed buildings and the necessary 
money each month to pay the salary 
of a teacher. The struggle of its early 
years is now past history; we. had at 
the start less than fifty clubs, and then 
Georgia’s rural educational problems 
were not so well understood as now. 

Three Months in Year. 

We have learned that in the iso- 
lated and sparsely settled sections of 
the state, schools are provided only 
three months in the year; that the 
school houses are often uninhabitable: 
that the teachers are poorly paid, and 
that the quality of teaching is often 
commensurate with the salary. 

As our Tallulah School is on the 
county line of Rabun and Habersham 
counties, the school receives from the 
State about $150 a year toward its 
maintenance. This amount represents 
the only source of income the schvol 
has outside of that’ voluntarily pro- 
vided by the clubs. 

Usually the only solution for educa- 
tional betterment in the rural sections 
of the state is local taxation, but tn 
many mountainous counties the peo- 
Ple have little to tax. 

The Georgia club women have proven 
by their continued generosity to their 
school a knowledge of the hopeless 
educational conditions surrounding the 
school, and a fixed purpose to improve 
them. Just as long as the present pole 
icy of the federation is carried out, 
that is, to center our interest and en- 
deavors on this school, our work there 
will never be finished, and money for 
its support is imperative. 

Work Will Be Broadened. 

We hope it will be our privilege each 
year to report the

state, and as our income is materially

Many Packages Shipped by Parcel 
Post for Curiosity Will Find 
Proper Place Shortly. 


Atlanta wholesale 
and manufacturing were last 
week asked how they had found the 
new pdrcel post system to have affect- 
ed their business. They practically all 
replied that so far it had proven to be 
of large convenience in the shipping 
of small rush orders, where speed tis 
an essential. They stated that they 
had had many orders sent in with 
“ship by parcel post” specified on the 
order, but thought that many of these 
were.just sent in and ordered shipped 
that way out of curiosity. After the 
novelty of the method has worn off 
they anticipate that there will not be 
quite so large a rush of orders to be 
shipped in that manner, but that there 
will be a large field of usefulness for 
the new government service. 

The shipping clerks mostly looked 
rather worried when the question was 
broached, but this was explained by 
the fact that it takes a little time to 
get used to a change in system, and 
that they were being bothered by the 
strange regulations. As one remarked. 
“It is mighty hard to get the help 
that drives our wagons to understand 
now to handle the parcel post ship- 
ments and We are having to devote a 
large part of our time just at present 
to teaching the negro drivers and mes- 
sbengers just what to do when we tell 
them to send that “parcel post.” 

The general opinion is that it will 
peove of much use to the wholesale 
houses in filling rush orders and wil) 
fo a lot toward fostering the idea that 
the southern merchant is fast learning 
that he can get his goods just as wel) 
in Atlanta as in the east, and get 
them a great deal quicker.

SALESMANSHIP. 

What is a business man? 
Hubbard gives a definition of 
ness man which will bear 
over. He says: “A business man I1s 
one who gets the business and com- 
pletes the transaction. BookKeepers, 
stenographers, gavernment and railway 
clerks are all good people, but they are 
not business men. A _,business man is 
a SALESMAN.” 

Elbert Hubbard has said many wise 
things in his day, but none wiser than 
the above. The salesman occupies a 
position which is unique in all the 
ranks of commercialism. He is the 
motive force which drives the great 
business of the age along and without 
him there would and could be no busi- 
ness. For him the explorers go into 
the far places of the earth and open 
up new markets for him to enter, and 
for him the manufacturer designs new 
patterns, the railroad develops new 
territory and the publicists creates 
new desires among the ms gs wy 

But the name of “salesman” 
quently misused. Thet re are 
splendid salesmen working today, but 
there are also many men who do not 
deserve the title at all. The man who 
goes into a merchant’s store and mere- 
ly takes the merchant’s order as_it is 
dictated to him is not a salesman. He 
is simply an order-‘aker. The place 
for him to work is in some store prhere 
all he has to do is to hand out the 
goods as they are called for and to 
make the change. And there are few 
stores today where such positions are 
open. Salesmanshin in 99 cases out 
of 100 is as essential in the retail store 
as it is on the road. 

The true salesman jis a man with a 
proad conception of the duties and pbos- 
sibilities of his work. He goes into 
a merchant's store, not just to ask the 
man what he wants, ut to point out 
to the merchant how he can use the 
goods to his advantage. He first cre- 
ates the demand. Then he 
soods which will be the best of that 
individual salesman’s trade. Next he 
sees that the goods are delivered as 
they are ordered and charged for 
as the buyer unerstoad. Thus far 
has made good his title 
But the job is not yet over. 
advise that merchant as to the best 
way to realize on the goods bought, 
and he has to make 
well satisfied with the results he is 
getting from the handling of these 
goods that he will come back for more 
and then for more and more again. 
He must gain the merchant’s confi- 
dence so that the reputation he leaves 
behind is such that when any 
relative to his line of goods comes up, 
the first nian to whom the merchant 
will turn to for advice is him. In 
fact he must be the safetuard of the 
merchant, the worthy 
of his house, and the authority to the 
merchant on his own line of goods. 
In short he must “get the business 
and complete the transaction.” .That, 
and much more, constitutes the true 
salesman. 


THE RETAIL MERCHANT. 


In the arrangement of his display 
stock, the retail merchant who merely 
tries to place it in a good looking 
show case with the stock artistically 
arranged and neatly placed is doing a 
good thing. But he is overlooking one 
bet that his more thoughtful competi- 
tor is profiting by.

The name of every worth-while 
business house has an individuality of 
its own, and the wise concern will 
see that that individuality consists of 
a “hantadten for honesty, good goods, 
reliability and all that is best in the 
business world. Then they can go out 
and get the publicity for their house. 
Even if they do no more than keep the 
name of the firm constantly before 
their trade, they are doing themselvas 
immeasurable good, and when they get
